tions are that the executive board of 
District No. C, comprising the Ohio 
organisation of United Mine Workers,

By next 
Monday it may be- possible for work 
to be resumed In the mines of those 
operators who are willing to grant 
the higher rate to their employes. Tha 
members of the executive board open- 
ed their special session at state head- 
quarters here.

At a conference of operators, Presi- 


dent Green said he would expedite In- 
dividual settlements as rapidly as pos- 
s'.ble and that any personal feelings 
he might have would be kept In the 
background. The scale to be signed 
is Identical with that signed by all the 
operators of the Interstate field in 
1903. 
It calls for 90 cents a ton for 


pick mining, with $2.36 a day for all 
Inside day labor except such as Is pro- 
vided for elsewhere in the scale. Dif- 
fering local conditions make changes 
necessary in the scale for each dis- 
trict The scale will be signed for two 
years from April 1. 


All mines in Ohio were closed down

PRESIDENT MITCHELL 


DIscussM the Situation In tha 
Soft 


Coal Fields. 


New York, April 3.—President Mit- 


chell appeared In a cheerful 
mood 


when spoken to regarding the bitumin- 
ous situation. He said everything in 
the soft coal fields is working out to 
the satisfaction of himself and thti 
miners in that territory. On the way 
from Indianapolis to New York, the 
miners' president received telegrams 
at various stations informing him of 
the progress of affairs. On his arrival 
at his headquarters here he was given 
another large batch of messages. He 
said that more than 100,000 soft coal 
miners had already been granted the 
1903 scale and predicted that by the 
end of the week fully 80 per cent of 
the bituminous workers will have been 
given the 5.55 advance in wages. Ho 
thought that within 45 days every soft 
coal mine where the men arc organ- 
ized will be working on a union basis. 


Committees representing the anthra- 


cite mine workers and the operators 
are in conference here today. 
Both 


sides appear hopeful, a feeling prevail- 
ing that some way out of the difficulty 
will be found. 


In Anthracite Field. 


Philadelphia, April 3.—There is a 


complete suspension of mining opera- 
tions in the anthracite region In ac- 
cordance with the order Issued last 
week by President Mitchell of tho 
United Mine Workers of America, and 
tho scale committee of that organiza- 
tion, with the solitary exception of the 
Oxford colliery, a small independent 
operation near Scranton, which em- 
ploys about 500 hands with a dally 
capacity of about 1,200 tons. 
This 


mine was kept in operation during tho 
strike of 1902. Every colliery Is open 
as usual aud in readiness for the 
workers, but there is no response to 
the blowing of the whistles other than 
the appearance of.the engineers. Ore- 
men, pumpmen and others whose pres- 
ence at the mines is necessary to lire- 
serve them from injury and who were

"Tbe spelling of many educated men 


la atrocious. They never will learn to 
spell according to tbe rules of tbe Eng- 
lish language.

There Is no reason why we should 


not spell words tbe way they are pro- 
nounced. The adoption of this system 
would save time aud labor, and after 
tbe prejudice against tbe reform has 
disappeared some progress will bo 
made in this direction. 


"Of course tbe uew system will seenT 


strange uutll tbe people l>ecouie accus- 
tomed to It. So did the old style 'of 
spelling used by tbe people of u gener- 
ation ago. It was <?ustoinary to spell 
tbe words 'labor* and 'honor' with the 
letter 'u,' aud tbe old fashioned 'labour* 
and 'houour' seem us strauge to us as 
•will 'though* aud 'although* to tbe peo- 
ple of a generation hence. 


_ "The simplified spelling board has 
organized a society for the purpose of 
bringing about a reform In spelling. 
Tbe bead of tills organization is Braud- 
er Matthews, and tbe other officers of 
tbe organization are leader* in educa- 
tional and other lines of work.

a member of tbts society. 
We have 


agreed whenever possible to use tbe 
new method of spelling. There are 
twelve words •which tbe members of 
tbe organization bave agreed to spell 
In tbe new way when they remember 
to do so. Tbe words are •program.' 
'decalog.' 'pr'olog.' 'tho.' 'altho,' 'thoro.' 
'thorofare.' 'tbru' and four others which 
I cannot at this moment recall.

: "These simple changes will not shock 
any one, and we will gradually be- 
come accustomed to using tbe words 
In their new form, and In a few years 
every one will adopt this plan. This 
•movement has been on foot for some 
time, lu a short time It is tbe purpose 
of tbe society to enlarge tbe number 
of words which will l>e spelled tbe 
way they are pronounced:
